able wood pulp forests are becoming 
exhausted 
The price is soaring high 
er and higher—double, 
treble 
and 
quadruple prices ure being paid over 
that of a year ar two ago, when it 
can bo had at all, aud yet the top 
ha-; not been reached, 
“Many of the lesser papers, which 
may have a small supply un hand, a n ­ 
not aide to get paper ut any price 
and a re economizing to their limit— 
holding on from day to d&y with the 
expectation that something may turn 
up and save them from the seeming 
inevitable. 
“The three newspaper plants of this 
place are almost out of stock. 
The 
publishers have contracts' for more 
with the wholesaler or the mill, but 
contracts do not bring paper, and each 
day the supply grows smaller while 
the market conditions grow worse. 
“It may be that London may wake 
up some day, before long, to ll nil that 
its three newspapers have suspend­ 
ed publication. 
la the meantime, ef­ 
forts will be made to economize by 
printing fewer pages aud advancing
